So when 
Carlssin made a flurry of 126 high-risk trades and came out the winner every time, it raised the 
eyebrows of Wall Street watchdogs. 


"If a company's stock rose due to a merger or technological breakthrough that was supposed to 
be secret, Mr. Carlssin somehow knew about it in advance, says the SEC source close to the 
hush-hush, ongoing investigation. 


When investigators hauled Carlssin in for questioning, they got more than they bargained for: A 
mind-boggling four-hour confession. 


Carlssin declared that he had traveled back in time from over 200 years in the future, when it is 
common knowledge that our era experienced one of the worst stock plunges in history. Yet 
anyone armed with knowledge of the handful of stocks destined to go through the roof could 
make a fortune. 


"It was just too tempting to resist," Carlssin allegedly said in his videotaped confession. "| had 
planned to make it look natural, you know, lose a little here and there so it doesn't look too 
perfect. But | just got caught in the moment.” 


In a bid for leniency, Carlssin has reportedly offered to divulge “historical facts’ such as the 
whereabouts of Osama Bin Laden and a cure for AIDS. 


All he wants is to be allowed to return to the future in his “time craft." 


However, he refuses ta reveal the location of the machine or discuss how it works, supposedly 
out of fear the technology could “fall into the wrong hands." 

Officials are quite confident the "time-traveler's” claims are bogus. Yet the SEC source admits, 
“No one can find any record of any Andrew Carlssin existing anywhere before December 2002."

That mind-bending warning comes from 
prominent New York attorney Robert Jones, 
who learned of the scam directly from a self- 
proclaimed time traveler, his client Andrew 


Andy first told me about this, I thought

Jones, whose famous client van- 
ished without a trace after being 
charged with insider trading, says a 
“well known entrepreneur” he re- 
fused to identify fell hook, line and 
sinker for just such a con job.

Incredibly, Jones says, time traveling 
grifters sometimes go as far back as the Middle 
Ages in search of gullible victims. 

“You materialize out of nowhere in some vil- 
lage, dazzle them with some 23rd-century 'mag- 
ic’ and it isn't hard to convince a peasant you're 
in league with the Devil,” the lawyer explains. 

Here, from the legal eagle, are five ways to 
protect yourself: 

1. Beware of a satanic agent who asks for 
money or sex as part of the bargain — he's 
probably bogus. “The real Lucifer would only 
want your soul,” Jones notes. 

2. Don't be taken in by displays of apparent 
supernatural ability Remember, 23rd-century 
technology would seem like magic to you. 

3, Don't be impressed if “Satan's middle 
man” seems to know all about you — including 
your private hopes and dreams. He may simply 
have read such details in a future book about 
vou 

4. Quiz him on demonology. If he can't tell 
you who “Beelzebub” is, chances are he's never 
been to Hell, 

5. Spike his coffee with holy water: A real agent 
of Lucifer will gag. A phony will keep on sipping

A resposta é náo. O Newspapers 
(https://www.newspapers.com/search/#query=%22Andrew+Carlssin%22&sort=facet_year_mo 
nth_day+asc,+score+desc) revela apenas 7 resultados com o nome de Andrew, dos quais apenas 


2 sao unicos e da época do ocorrido. 


A primeira delas, de 1 de abril de 2003 (https://www.newspapers.com/clip/76722296/), 
foi publicada pelo The Guardian e termina dizendo (ironicamente) que apesar de ser 
publicada no dia 1 de abril, “essa é uma história de boa-fé encontrada na internet onde, 


como todos nós sabemos, a verdade é adorada como uma santidade”.

The SEC 
reported receiving several 
calls and e-mails after the 
March 19 article was posted 
online, but SEC officials said 
the story was “pure fantasy.” 

In a follow-up, the tabloid 
said Carlssin had jumped 
bail before a court hearing 
and disappeared.

O Weekly World News é um tabloide americano (e náo británico, conforme a matéria 
da Super Interessante de fevereiro de 2020 afirmou - https://super.abril.com.br/mundo- 
estranho/teoria-da-conspiracao-andrew-carlssin-o-viajante-do-tempo/) especializado em notícias 


envolvendo assuntos paranormais, estranhos ou fantásticos. 


Algumas histórias publicadas eram casos estranhos reais escritas com um tom 
sensacionalista e bom humor, mas boa parte eram simplesmente ficcionais. Para se ter uma 


ideia, as edições que trouxeram as notícias sobre o caso de Andrew também publicaram que: 


"= Uma frota de alienígenas estava a caminho da Terra; 

" A correspondência estava atrasada porque carteiros haviam sido pegos em uma 
anomalia temporal;

1. A história não possui qualquer outro respaldo na realidade além das publicações 


feitas pelo Weekly World News. 


2. O Weekly World News é um jornal conhecido por trazer histórias absurdas de 


ficção em um tom satírico. 


3. A história foi levada a sério (ao contrário das demais publicadas pelo site) apenas 
após ter seu texto copiado e colado no Yahoo!, uma fonte considerada por muitos 


“confiável” na internet em 2003. 


4. As fotografias usadas para ilustrar a máquina do tempo são dos filmes The Time 


Machine (2002) e Looper (2012). 


5. Não sabemos quem são os homens mostrados nas duas fotografias que deveriam 
representar Andrew, mas colocar retratos de pessoas para ilustrar notícias 
absurdas era prática comum do Weekly World News. 

a. Além disso, foram usadas fotografias de duas pessoas diferentes para 


representar o mesmo sujeito. 


6. Todo viajante do tempo consuma ter seu fã clube. Aos que insistem em levar a história 
a sério, basta encontrar uma ocorrência da notícia anterior a 25 de fevereiro de 


2003 para provar que estou errado, ou um comunicado oficial que a confirme.
